Tho trial lasted 
aporoctiLaatcly $ days? all deftexlontc ^era convicted* Five toon mabem and a 
principal agent recruited by Apple Tern inside Albania ware condconed to death by 
Shooting. Che agent, who has been & noted resistance figure since the OomBainistg 
assumed power in Albania, was sentenced to hang, a fate ordinarily reserved far 
common criminals. A minor contact of Apple Teas ma sentenced to 10 years' 
iaprisonmat. The executions sore carried out on ^prt»dmt&ly 15 April. Throe 
other members of tho Apple Team sore reportedly killed isxajdlataly upon landing. 

Two toon aoohors remain unaccounted for but are presumed to hove boon killed in 
tho course of their lntcrro^ationo or sentenced juMnistratively for refusing to 
cooperate at tho trials* (Bee Apodal Seport "Tirana Trials of CIA Agents* dated.
